All of the nex excise levies, with 
the exception of the gasoline tax, 
are to be in force for a period of 
two years, that 1s, until June 21, 
1934.

Found in Buried City LURE.OF THE NORTH 


Mexico City.—Hxcavators~« have 
uncovered in the buried remains of 
the city of Chicen Itza in Yucatan 
an extensive stone covered space 
Similar to altars found on the up- 
tands of Mexico. The discovery was 
made in the famous Temple of War- 
riors and has been given the name 
of “Table of Merchants.” 


It is completely covered with the 
most perfect inscriptions yet found 
in Yucatan. It is also believed to 
contain the dutes and extensive re- 
tation of events that took place 
many years ago in the famous Tol- 
tec-lim city. The hieroglyphics 
are filled in with colors which make 
them stand out boldly. 


It has not yet been decided wheth- 
er the new hieroglyphic tablets be 
long to the age of Toltec domina- 
tion or to that of the Itzaes who 
preceded them.

Keepers of billiard halls in New 
York tell me that the depression 
has had a peculiar effect on their 
In the old days they got 
a lot of patronage from the heads 
of firms. Then business boomed to 
such an extent that the firm heads 
did not feel they had to be on the 
job all the time.
